Washington, Dec. 21.—Senator Chan­ 
dler’s severe criticism of Secretary 
Gage’s currency bill and the secretary’s 
effort to secure currency legislation did 
not cause even a ripple of excitement at 
the treasury department. 
The senator’s signed statem ent was 
much discussed by the other senators 
still in the city, but Secretary Gage 
was not in the least disturbed by it. 
The secretary does not consider it “im­ 
possible currency 
legislation” 
until 
there has been an effort made or a cur­ 
rency bill considered. 
He believes in 
making the same earnest effort to se­ 
cure currency legislation that was made 
for a new tariff bill, and he hopes for 
equal success. 
Secretary Gage declined to be inter­ 
viewed, but he discussed the situation 
freely with members of congress who 
called upon him, and 
expressed 
his 
confidence in congress as being able to 
took a t the financial situation from the 
standpoint of higher politics. 
Mr. Gage said Senator Chandler’s at­ 
tack had not disturbed him nor shak­ 
en hiB faith in the plan he suggested 
to the committee. He had no fault to 
find with the criticism and would be 
pleased to have Senator Chandler or 
any other Republican 
or 
Democrat 
take up his proposition aud expose its 
weakness. He did not claim perfection 
for his bill, but he believed it out­ 
lined the plan for 
currency 
reform 
which was necessary to place the cur­ 
rency on a sound basis. All he desired 
was to correct the present evils and 
at the same time have his own fallacies 
exposed that congress might act in­ 
telligently on this important question.

MINERS MAY STRIKE AGAIN. 


More Trouble Seems Probable la the 
Pittsburg District. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 21.—The coal 
miners and operators 
held 
separate 
conventions Monday, preliminary to 
the joint convention for the purpose 
of fixing the mining rate for 1898. 
Pudging from the results of the day’s 
work it would appear that the conven­ 
tion will not fix the rate and another 
general strike is one of the possibili­ 
ties. The miners’ convention was ask­ 
ed by the uniformity committee to al­ 
low a differential of IO cents in favor 
of the operators who sign uniformity 
agreements. The miners, by a meager 
majority, decided to allow the differ­ 
ential.

Spain and n Conquered Race. 
The idea of conquered races enjoying 
the most minute liberty of action by nat- ' 
ural birthright was regarded in Spain 
as absurd. Little by little pressure was 
brought to bear on the king and his 
counselors, producing a gradual relaxa­ 
tion of the fetters which bound the new 
subjects to their forced 
allegiance. 
Trade, created by the Spaniards, which 
finally extended to half castes, was con­ 
fined exclusively to commerce with 
Spain. Both in the far east and the far 
west the exact size and number of pack­ 
ages shipped, the number of voyages per 
annum to and fro of the Naos (govern­ 
ment trading galleons), contents of 
bales, etc., were all regulated, and no 
one could ship without a boleto or pub­ 
lic permit, which could only be obtained 
from the unscrupulous officials who had 
come to fill their pockets by the most 
corrupt means. Permission had to be so­ 
licited again and again to perform al­ 
most any act beyond the common neces­ 
sities of life. One could neither travel, 
quit or enter the country, read, write, 
assemble in a group, build a bouse 
nor plant a field without license. 


I 
In the Philippine islands the natives 
were forced to think like their masters, 
to dress as they were told and to adopt 
the religion of their conquerors under 
the severest penalties of torture aud fre­ 
quently of death. In Mexico official ap­ 
pointments to the Manilla dependency 
were publicly sold. Until the American 
colonies were lost to Spain hardly one 
Spaniard in a generation carried capital 
to these new possessions to develop their 
natural resources. Foreigners were jeal­ 
ously treated as intruders, and the Eu­ 
ropean influx sprang generally from the 
lowest social orders, who acted like 
wolves let loose among a fold of sheep.
